It has always been a matter of surprise to mo that uo book 
exists to which Riflemen can turn to trace the fortunes of a 
Regiment whose career has been so long and so distinguished 
as that of The flOth, or King’s Royal Rifle Corps but it may 
probably be accounted for by the peculiarity of the early history 
of the Regimentj its numerous battalions, and its singularly 
varied services. 

It is not my object, in the present volume, to attempt a 
connected history of those services. The scanty and broken 
materials at my disposal make such an undertaking at present 
almost an impossibility ; it will be enough if I can furnish those 
interested in the Regiment with a book of reierence on most 
matters of importance in its eventful annals. 

I am well aware that my information in many instances is 
fragmentary, and that I have not even been able always to 
assign the exact dates to the facts recorded, or to distinguish the 
separate services of the different battalions ; nevertheless, I have 
thought it best to publish, without any more delay, what I have 
been able to collect, after careful research dming the past five 
years, from private manuscripts and records, and from pubHc 
offices and libraries in England and America. 


Imperfect as this Regimental Chronicle is in too many 
respects, I believe that it will be found to contain some infer- 
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mation that is new, and manj things that have never bviow 
been brought together, in a convenient and accessible ion in 

I sincerely thank all those who have given me assistance, 
and especially Major-Greneral Rigaud, who throughout has 
shown the liveliest interest in the work, and who. moreover, lias 
greatly helped me in revising the proofs. 

I am much indebted to Major-General Bedtord, Captain 
Boyle (Rifle Brigade), Captain Astiey Terry, Major Morrah, the 
Hon. Walter Pepys, and the Rev. Richard Davy, all ot win an 
have lent me either valuable manuscripts or prints. 

Most of the plates are from sketches (taken fnvin old prints) 
by the Hon. F. Greville and another frieiKl, to both of whom 1 
am greatly obliged. 

As there is still very much more to be dune hi w’urkiiig out 
the history of the Regiment, I earnestly ask all who are interested 
in the subject to help me, as far as they can, by furniBhing me 
with any materials they may have collected, or by pointing out 
to me any fresh source of information, so that I may be able to 
make as complete as possible the volume wlucli I hope to 
publish at some future time, containing the Historical Records 
of the 60th King’s Royal Rifles.

SKETCH OF THE HISTORY 


60ra, OR THE KING’S EOIAL RIFLE CORPS. 


The formation of “ The 62nd, or the Royal American Regiment of 
Foot,” now called “ The 60th, or King’s Royal Rdfle Corps” dates 
from the middle of the last century. 

About that time it was thought advisable to augment the Army 
by eleven battalions, war between England and France seeming 
imminent, o-wing to the disregard of the treaty of Aix-la-ChapeUe, 
and the frequent encroachments upon British tenitory in America 
by the latter power. 

In May, 1756, war was declared by Great Britain against 
France, and, in order to strengthen the British Forces in America, 
the immediate attention of Parliament was turned towmrds raising 
in that country a new Regiment of Foot which was intended to 
combine the characteristics of a Colonial Corps with those of a 
Foreign Legion. 

During the Parliament of 1755,* the sum of ^£81,000 was 
voted for the purpose of raising a Regiment of four battalions, each 
a thousand strong, for service in British North America. 

By the same Parhament an Act was also passed “ To enable 
His Majesty to grant commissions to a certain number of foreign 
Protestants, who have served abroad as ofiicers or engineers, to act 
and rank as officers or engineers in America only, under certain 
restrictions and regulations.” 

The Earl of Loudoun, who had shortly before been nominated 
Commander-in-Chief of the Forces in North America, was appointed 
Colonel-in-Chief of the Regiment. 

About fifty Officers’ commissions, or rather less than a thir d of 
the whole, were given to Germans and Swiss ; and none were allowed 
to rise above the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel.

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The men were chiefly German and Swiss Protestants, wlio, i;.r 
some years past, had settled in America on tlie 's^asie laiak \\liieli 
had been assigned to them by the Pritish Goveninuait. lla-o* 
men, from their religion, langnage, and race, wore eorwidmvd in 

eveiy way suitable opponents to the Freiicli. 

On enlistment for the recpiisite term of three years they weie 
obliged to take the oath of allegiance, and to become natiiraliziol 
subjects ; hut they were reciiiired to serve only in America. 

This new Eegiment was at first called “ The 62ud, or the Ertyal 
American Eegiment of Foot ” | 

At the disbandment of Shirley’s and Pepperei’s Eegimenls in 
August, 1756, which were numbered the 50th and 51st Eegiments 
the title was changed to The 60th, or the Eoyal Anionioan 

Eegiment of Foot.” 

In 1757, General James Abercromby was appointed Cahnwh 
in-Cliief, and, in 1758, was succeeded by General Sir Jellery 
Amherst, K.B. 

In 1761,^ an Act of Parliament was passed referring to Act 13 
George II, naturalizing foreign Protestants, and giving further 
instructions on the subject. 

At the conclusion of the seven years’ war with France, the Tliird 
and Fourth Battalions were disbanded in England in 1763t and 17 64. 

In 1772,$ another Act of Parliament, explanatory of the two 
former, was passed. 

In 1775, owing to the outbreak of the Civil War in America, 
the British Government again decided to increase tlie Army. 

Two more battalions of the 60th, numbered the Third and lojurth, 
were raised in England and ordered for service in the West Iiulies. 

At the conclusion of the peace in 1783, these hattalions were 
once more disbanded in Nova Scotia, and any of the men wlu) 
chose were allowed to settle there. § 

In 1787 they were again formed in England, almost entirely 
of foreigners, and sent to the West Indies. 

In 1794, rifles were introduced into the English Army, and 
were first issued to a battalion of ''The 60th Eoyal American 
Eegiment of Foot.”

In 1797, H.RH. the Duke of York was appointed Colonel-in- 
Cliief of the Eegiment. 

In the same year* another Act of Parliament was passed for 
tlie raising of a Fifth Battalion, in the Isle of Wight ; about 400 of 
“ Hompeseh’s Mounted Eiflemen ” were incorporated with it, and 
500 of “ Lowenstein’s Chasseurs,” a corps raised by a Prince of 
that name for the Dutch Eepublie, were also drafted into the 
battalion on its arrival in the West Indies. 

The Colonel of the new battalion was Francis Baron de 
Eottenburg. About the same time Walstein’s Foreign Light 
Infantry were drafted into the Fourth Battalion. 

A clothing warrant of 1800 shows that for some time the Fifth 
Battalion had been dressed in green. Tins confirms the statement 
to that effect contained in the records of the First Battalion. 

The Fifth Battalion wms armed with rifles and carried leather 
rifle hags instead of knapsacks. 

In 1799,f an Act of Parliament was passed for adding a Si.vth 
and Seventh Battalion. 

The Sixth Battalion was formed the .same year, in the Isle of 
Wight, almost enthely of Germans. 

The Seventh Battalion was raised in 1813, in the Channel 
Islands, from German prisoners of war, and consisted of 840 rank 
and file, 640 of which were called Light Infantry, and the remainder 
Eifles. 

In the same yearj an Act of Parliament was also passed to 
augment the Eegiment still further by the addition of three more 
battalions. 

The Eighth Battalion was formed at Lisbon in 1813, but the 
Ninth and Tenth do not appear to have been raised. 

After the conclusion of the peace in 1815, six of the battalions 
were disbanded and drafted as follows : — 

May, 1816. Drafts from the Eighth Battalion were sent to the 
Fifth Battalion at Gibraltar; the remainder were disbanded at 
Portsmouth. 

Jam, 1817. The Seventh Battalion was disbanded at Halifax,

Nova Scotia, and drafted into the Second and Third Battalions, and 
lands we granted to all discharged men to settle on. 

February, 1818. The Sixth Battalion was disbanded at Borts- 
mouth, and the men drafted into the Tliird Battalion at Halifax. 
Nova Scotia. 

July, 1818. The Fifth Battalion was disbanded at the Isle ol 
Wight, and the men drafted into the Second Battalion at Quebec, 
wldch was renamed “The Pdtle Battalion,” whilst the Third 
Battalion was called “ Light Infantry.” 

' A2y)’il, 1819. The First and Fourth Battalions were disbanded at 
Portsmouth, and drafted into the Second Battalion at Quebec ; the 
Second Battalion w’as again renamed and designated “ The Fn-st, or 
the Rifle Battalion and the Third, “ The Second, or Light Inttmtry. 

Early in 1824 the Regiment was made a “ British Coriis,” and 
its title changed to “The Duke of York’s Own Rifle Corps” and 
“ Light Infantry,” and in July of the same year, both battalions were 
called “ Rifle Battalions,” and were ordered to be equipped as such. 

In October the motto “ Oeler et Audax,” granted to the Regi- 
ment for distinguished conduct and bravery under General Wolfe, 
in 1759, which had for some unaccountable reason fallen into 
disuse, was resumed by authority. 

In 1830, the title was again changed to “The 60th, or the 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps.” 

In 1855, during the Crimean War, a Third Battalion was once 
more raised in Dublin. 

In 1857 the Indian Mutiny having caused the breaking up of 
the Native Army in the Bengal Presidency, second battalions u'cre 
added to many of the Line Regiments, and a I ourth Battalion to 
“The 60th.” 

In 1827, H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge was appointed 
Colonel-in-Chief of the Regiment, in succession to H.R.H. the 
Duke of York. 

In 1850, H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge died, and Field Mar- 
shal H.E.H. Prince Albert, the late Prince Consort, was appointed 
ColoBel-in-Chief. 

In 1852, General Viscount Beresford was gazetted Colonel-in- 
Chief. 

In 1854, General Yiscount Gough, &c., &c., became Colonel-in- 
Chief. At his death, in 1869, Field Marshal H.R.H. the Duke of 
Cambridge, &c., &c., &c., succeeded to the appointment. 




ORIGII or THE EE&IIENTAL MOTTO, 

“ CEIEB ET AVDAX." 

The motto, et Atidax, '' wei,s given to the Eegiment by 

General Wolfe for its distingnished bravery at the siege of Quebec, 
in 1759. It is not, indeed, possible to produce contemporary emdence 
of this; at least, I have failed to find any ; but it -will be seen that 
it was treated as a well-known fact by the Authorities at the 
Horse Guards. From some cause, which it is not easy to conceive 
of, this motto was either forgotten or disused, at what period I 
am unable to say. It was resumed on October 14, 1824, when, as 
the following letter shows. His Majesty George III. was pleased to 
authorise its being restored and worn on the Appointments of the 
Eegiment: — 

House Ghakds, 

"Sir, ^^Octdberll,imL 

I have the honor to acquaint you, by direction of the 
Gommander-in-Chief, that His Majesty has been pleased to permit 
the 60th Eegiment, 'The Duke of York’s Own Eifle Corps,’ to 
resume the motto, ' Celer et Auclaos' which was formerly worn by 
the Eegiment in commemoration of its distinguished bravery whilst 
employed with the British Army in North America, under Major- 
General Wolfe, in the year 1759.

A happier motto for a Eifle Eegiment it would be difficult to 
find, but it is chiefly prized as being so closely connected with 
the early fortunes of the 60th in North America — a Eegiment 
in whose history occurs the following curious and notewortliy 
coincidence : — 

The 2nd and 3rd Battalions of the 60th, as part of the 
first English Garrison of Quebec, were present in September, 
1759, WHEN THE British Ensign was hoisted over the Citadel 
BY AN Officer of the Eoyal Artillery ; and in November, 1871, 
One Hundred and Twelve Years afterwards, a Detachment 
OF the 1st BxVTTALION of the 60th, THE REMNANT OF THE last 
English Garrison of Quebec, consigned the Imperial Flag to 
the keeping of another Artillery Officer, whilst the Flag of 
THE Dominion of Canada w^as hoisted in its stEx\d.

It is difficult to discover tlie origin of the iMtiltese Cross :is a 
Pegimental Badge, but it probably was first adopted ubinit li.’i 
when a Fifth Battalion was added to the Iteginiuni cmapo.sed prin- 
cipally of “Hompesch’s Mounted liifleinen. ’ As each bnttalieai 
successively becanle a Bifle Battalion it was ordered to be eiptij'ped 
on the model of the Fifth Battalion, and it is theretore natural tliat 
they should have adopted the Badge which Hoinpe.seh’s Battalion 
had in use at the time of its incorporation with the Fifth Battalion. 

This theory is plausibly suggested in “ Xotes and Querie.s,” 
July 14, 1870, by the writer, who signs himself H. A. St. J. M., 
where he says, “ I suggest that Hompesch, who was a I’avarian, 
adopted the badge of the Maltese Cross either from the war modal 
then given to the Bavarian soldiers, or else l)ec'iiu.se lie was a 
relation of Ferdinand de Hompesch, Kniglit of Jlalia, who, in 
1797, became grandmaster of the order.” 

That it was sanctioned as a Eegimentul Bailgu is tHUtain, a.s it 
w’as worn by H.II.H. the l)uke of York, Ooloncl-in-Chioi oi the 
Eegiment, upon his own appointments, whiidi wore prosonted on 
H.E.H.’s death by His Majesty George IV. to the First Battalion, 
in whose possession they are still preserved. •

— Great difficulty has been experienced in tracing all the 
changes of quarters, owing to the numerous moves and detachments 
of the Eegiment during its early service in America and the West 
Indies. 

Tlie following table is, however, believed to be correct. 

In many instances where moves have been frequent and for 
short periods, only the head-quarters and principal stations have 
been named. 

In all cases the stations have been verified by Eeginiental 
Records, Army Lists, and other Official Sources. 

The Isle of Wight has been entered as the Regimental Depot for 
all the Battalions from 1763 to 1824, as I have been unable to trace 
it to any other place ; and as nearly all the Battalions were raised, 
7'^ecruited, and disbanded it is but reasonable to suppose that 
it was the Dep&t during that period. 

Before 1763 the Depot was probably at Albany or New York.

An Act to enable His Majesty to grant Commissions to a certain 
Humber of Poreign Protestants who have served Abroad as 
Officers, or Engineers, to act and rank as Officers, or Engineers, 
in Amanea only, under certain Eestrictions and Qualifications. 

Whereas by an Act made in the Thirteenth Year of the Eeign of 
His present Majesty, intituled. An Act for Naturalizing such 
Poieign Protestants, and others therein mentioned, as are settled, 
or shall settle, in any of His Majesty’s Colonies in Ammca; all 
Persons born out of the Allegiance of His Majesty, His Heirs or 
Successors, who have inhabited and resided, or shaE inhabit and 
reside, for the Space of Seven Years, or more, in any of His 
Majesty’s Colonies in America, or shall not have been absent out 
of some of the said Colonies for a longer Space than. Two Months, 
at any One Time during the said Seven Years, are upon the Con- 
ditions prescribed by the said Act, naturalized and made Partakers 
of all the Benefits and Privileges which the natural-bom Subjects 
of tliis Eealm do enjoy, other than such as are specified in a Pro- 
viso in the said Act contained : And whereas many Poreigners, 
being Protestants, have been induced by the Encouragement offered 
to them by the said Act, to reside and settle in some of the said 
Colonies (and particularly in the Provinces of Maryland and Peii- 
sylvania) the natural-born Subjects of which last-mentioned 
Province do in great Part consist of the People called Quakers,

OOLONELS-K-CHIEP; 


The Right Honourahle John Campbeli,, Eari of LoiJi)OTrN,XorcI Machbin, one 
of the 16 Peers of Scotland, a General in the Army, Governor of Edinburgh Castle, 
Colonel of the 3rd Regiment of Root Guards, and E.R.S. Succeeded Ms father in 
1732, and in 1745 was appointed Colonel of a new-raised Highland regiment, with 
which, in that and the following year, he took an active part in the Highlands 
against the rebels. In 1749 he was appointed Colonel of a regiment of foot. In 
1756, being then Major-General, he was appointed Governor of Virginia, and Com- 
mander-in- Chief in North America. He arrived at New York on July 23. Lord 
Loudoun was superseded in Ms command in 1758, and appointed a 'Lieutenant- 
General. 

1797. 

The Eight Honourable Jeefeht, Lord Amherst, of Holmcsdale, K.B,, Privy 
Counsellor to His Majesty, Governor of Guernsey, a Field-Marshal in the Army, 
Colonel of the 2nd Eegiment of Life Guards, and of the 60th (or Royal American) 
Regiment of Foot ; received his first commission in 1731 j was Aido-de-Camp to 
General Ligonicr at the battles of Dettingen, Fontenoy, and Recoiix j was after- 
wards made Aide-de-Camp to the Duke of Cumberland, and, as sncli, wns at the 
battles of Lasseldt and Hastenbock ; and continued Mitli His Royal Higlmess till 
1756, when he was appointed Colonel of tlic 15th Regiment of Foot. In 1758 he 
received orders to return to England, heiiig appointed for the American service, and 
sailed from Portsmouth on March 16, as Major-General commanding the troops 
for the siege of Louisbourg. On the 30th of September, in the same year, he was 
appointed Commander-in- OMef of all tbe forces in America, in the room of General 
Abercrombie, and at the same time was appointed Colonel of the 60th Regiment. 
He was also made Governor of Virginia. He continued in the command in America 
to the latter end of 1763, when he returned to England. In November, 1768, he 
was reappointed Colonel of the 60th Regiment, and made chief officer of the Staff. 
In 1771 he was appointed Governor of Guernsey, and next year Lieutenant-General 
of Ordnance. In the years 1778, 1782, 1793, he held the post of Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army. In 1787, he w^as created Baron Amherst of Montreal, a title 
conferred in honour of the capture of Montreal. 


lI.R.H. Frederick, Duke of York, was born August 16, 1763. In 1780 he 
was appointed a Brevet Colonel in the British Army. In 1784 he wns created 
Duke of York and Albany in Great Britain, and Karl of Ulster in Ireland, Bisbop 
of Osnaburg, Knight of the Garter, First and Principal Knight Grand Cross of 
the Bath, Knight Grand Cross of the Guelphic Order, Knight of St. Esprit, a Field 
Marshal, Commander-in-Ohief of all the King’s land forces in the United Kingdom, 
Colonel in the 1st Regiment of Foot Guards, Oolonel-in-Cliief of the 60th or 
Royal American Regiment of Foot, and of the Royal Dubhn Eegiment of Infantry. ‘ 
In 1793 he was x^aced at the head of the British Array in Flanders, and after 
alternate successes was expelled from that country by the French. In 1799 he was 
employed in Holland, and was obliged to sign a disadvantageous convention. In 
1809 he resigned the post of Coiumandcr-in-Gliief. About two years afterwards he 
was reinstated in that office. He died on 3rd January, 1827, in his 64th year, 
having, with the exception of a short period in 1811-1812, been at the head of the 
British Army since 1795. 
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Lord Yiscoimt Eeeespoed, Gr.O.H., O-.C.H.j received the G-old Cross and seven 
Clasps for Corunna, , Husaeo, Albuhera, Badajoz, Salamanca, (severelv vrounded) , 
Yittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Ortlies, and Toulouse ; and the Silver 'War Medal 
with one Clasp for Ciudad Rodrigo. 

1869. 

Lord Yiseount GloTJaH, G-.C.B., K.P., G-.C.S.L, served at the capture of the 
Cape of Grood Hope, and the Dutch fleet in Saldanha Bay, 1795. Served afterwards 
in the West Indies, including the attack on Porto Rieo, the brigand war in St. Lucia, 
and capture of Suiunam. Proceeded to the Peiiinsida in 1809, and commanded the 
87t]i at the battles of Talavera, Barrosa, Yittoria, and Nivelle, for whicli engage- 
ments he received a G-old Cross- PIo also commanded the regiment at the defence 
of Cadiz and of Tarifa (slightly -wounded in the head). At the battle of Talavera 
Ills horse was shot under him, and he himself afterwards was severely wounded in 
the side hy a shell; for his conduct in this action the Duke of 'Wellington 
subsequently recommended tliat bis Lieutenant- Colonelcy should be ante-dated to 
tlie date of his despatch, thus making him the first olllcer who ever received Brevet 
rank for services X'^t^riormed in the field at tlie head of a regiment. At Barrosa his 
regiment captured the Eagle of the 8th Erencb Regiment ; and at Wttoria they 
captured the Baton of Marslial Jourdan, At the Nivelle he was again severely 
wounded. Commanded the land force at Canton, for which lie -was made a Gr.C.B., 
and during nearly the whole of the ojicrations in China, for wliich service he was 
created a Baronet. On the 29th December, 18-13, with the right w-ing of the army 
of Gwalior, he defeated a Mahratta force at Maharajporc, and cupture^d 56 guns, &e. 
In 18‘i'5-40, the army under his Lordshin’s mu’soiial command defentod Sint 
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as i^ djiitant-Greneral to the expedition to Portugal under Sir John Moore, including 
Vimiera and Cori.inna. Appointed to the command of the 6th BiTision of Lord 
Wellington’s army in 1811 (Coloiiel- Commandant, 1st Battalion, 60th Begiment, 
20t];n May, 1813), and was present at Salamanea, Bimgos, Pamplona, Kiyelle, Niye, 
Orthes, Toidoiise, and other actions, for which he received the thanks of Parliament. 
On the 4th June, 1814, he was promoted Lieutenant- G-eneral, The same year he 
was appointed Inspector- Oeneral of Infantry, and snhsequently second in command 
of the Belgian Army. He commanded a Bivision at the battle of Waterloo, and 
for Ms conduct on that occasion was appointed Knight of the Austrian Order 
of Maria Theresa, Knight of the 3rd Class of the Bussian Order of St, George, 
and Knight of the 3rd Class of the Wilhelm’s Order hy the King of the Low Oountries. 
He afterwards commanded a Bivision of the British Contingent in Krance. On 9th 
Allgust, 1815, he was removed from the 6th. Battalion 60th Begiment to the 
Colonelcy of the 3rd Boot. Sir H. Clinton received the Gold Gross and Clasx^ for 
the battles of Salamanca, Nivelle, Kive, Orthes, Toulouse, at each of which he 
commanded a Bivision. Sir H. Clinton three times received the thanks of Parlia- 
inent; first, on 10th February, 1814, for his services at Salamanca j secondly, for 
his services at the battle of Orthes ; and, thirdly, for Waterloo, 

1816 . 

Sir W. Pat. AgkIiAKD, K.C.B. (Lieutenant-General). 

Cross and three Clasps for Badajos, Yittoria, Nivelle, Mve, Orthes, Toulouse ; 
Medal and Clasi) for Maida and Yimiera. 

1817 ... 

General Sir G-eoeg-e Mfeeay, G.C.B. 

This officer, having served in the 3rd G-uards the campaign of I'/OS in Flanders, 
in Egypt, and throughout the Peninsidar War (Q.uartcr.master-General, 1809), was 
appointed Colonel of the '7th Battalion 60th Billcs, and siihseqiiently Lieutonant- 
G-overnor of Edinburgh Castle. Ho was a Knight Grand Cross of t.he Batli, and 
of tlie Hanoverian Guelphic Order, Knight Commander of the To'wer and Sword 
of Portugal, and Knight of the Order of Leopold of Austria. Ho also .I’cceivod 
the GoUrOross and six Clasps for the Peninsular War. 

1818 .

Commanded 'the Light 
Brigade at tlie battle of Maida, and having been present throughout the whole of the 
Peninsular War, was appointed a Colonel- Commandant in the 60th Begiment in 
1813. Commanded a Brigade at AYaterloo (severely wounded), was a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Batli and Hanoverian Guelphic Order, a Knight of the 
Austrian Order of Maria Theresa, of tlie 3rd Class of St. Georp of Biissia, and of 
the 3rd Class of AYilhelm, of tlie Low Countries. He also received the Gold Cross 
and tliree Clasps for his services. He vus sueee.ssively Lioutenant-Govenior of 
Fort AWlliam, Lieutenant-Governor of Portsmouth, and Govenior of Kova Scotia.

Lieutenant-General Bunbiiiiy served with the storming party at Fort Frederick, 
and at tlie eaiDturc of Surinam in 1804 ; served in the campaign of 1814 in Holland, 
including the attacks on Merxem, and the bombardment of the French fleet at 
Antw^erp. Served also in the American War. 

1862. 

Sir William GEOEaE Mooee, K.C.B., served in the Peninsnla with the 52nd, 
and -Nv-as present at the sieges of Ciudad Eodrigo, Badajoz, and St. Sebastian, at the 
battles oi* Salamanca, Yittoria, Nivelle, and Nive, for wliich he received the Y^ar 
Medal with seven Clasps. He was also at the repulse of the sortie from Bayonne, 
as Aide-de-Camp to Sir John Hope, and was severely wounded and taken prisoner 
with that general. He served also in the Waterloo campaign on the staff of the 
Quartermaster- General. 

1863. 

Lieutenant-General Pateesoist served with a corps of cavalry as a Yolunteer in 
the EebelUon in Ireland in 1798. He served in the Egyptian campaign of 1801 in 
the 26th Eegiment, and wns present in the actions of the 8th, 13th, and 21st 
March, as also at the capture of Grand Cau’o and Alexandria. In 1805 he accom- 
panied Lord Cath cart’s expedition to the Continent. He served in the 77t}i in 
the Peninsula and south of France during the campaigns of 1811-14, includin<^ 
the affair at El Bodon, siege and capture of Ciudad Eodrigo and of Badajoi^ 
investment of Bayonne and repulse of the sox'tie, besides various skirmishes. 
Wlien the rehcdlion broke out in Canada, in 1837, he volunteered his services, 
which were accepted. Served 6ve years in the West Indies. He received the Gold 
Modal from the Grand Seignior for the Egyptian campaign, and the Silver War 
Medal with three Clasps for Egypt, Ciudad Eodrigo, and Badajoz. 

Major-General Hon. Geoeg-e CJpTO^jf served in the 1st Battalion Coldstream 
Guards throughout the Eastern campaign of 1854, including the battles of the 
Alma, Balaclava, and Inkerman (wounded and liorse killed), and siege of Sebastopol 
(Medal_ and Clasps, C.B., Officer of the Legion of Honour, 3rd Class of the 
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Lord Meltille commanded tlie 33rd during the suppression of the insur- 
rection in Lower Canada in 1837, and also in repeUing the attacks of the American 
brigands who landed near Prescott, Tipper Canada, in 1838. Commanded the 
Bombay column of the Army throughout the Punjaub campaign of 1848-49, 
meludmg the siege and storm of the town and capture of the citadel of Mooltan, 
battle of Goojerat, and subsequent operations (Medal mth Clasps and K.C.B.). 

1878. 

Sir Aetiiitb CtTKYNGHrAME proceeded to China in 1841 as Aide-de-Camp to 
Lord Saltonn, and was present at tl ie storm and capture of Chin-Iuang-Foo (led 
the column of attack on the heights of Maknikiow) and at the inyestment of ISfankm 
(BTedal) . In 1854 accompanied the army to the east as Assistant-Quartermaster- 
G-eneral to the 1st Liyision ; was present at the affair of Biilganac, battle of Alma, 
taking of Balaklaya, affair of 23rd October on the Tchernaya, battle of Balaklaya 
and Inkerman (served with the G-uards in the Sandbng Battery and led into action 
a detached portion of the 20th Regiment), and siege of Sebastopol up to May, 1855 
(Medal with four Clasps, C.B., Officer of the Legion of Honour, Turkish Medal, and 
4tli class of the Medjidie) . In March, 1855, was appointed local Major-General ; in 
May took command of a Division of the Turkish Contingent, and in August received 
the personal thanks of the Sultan, and was cretited a Lientenant-G erieral in the Turkish 
army. In October, 1855, sailed in command of 10,000 men to Keitih, and assisted 
to maintain that position throughout the second winter in the C.rimea (Turkish War 
Medal and 2rjd class Medjidie). In 1863 commanded at Lahore the reserve 
forces of the army employed in the Sittana campaign. On the 2nd and 23rd April, 
1809, wlien in command of the Northern Division of Ireland, received the thanks of 
tlie Irifch Government on the snpjiression of the Fenian rising. Elevated to 
G-.C.B. Organised the military oeeiipation of the Transvaal on its annexation in 
1877. Commanded the combined forces on the Neer River in the war with the 
G-alikas, and the rebellion of the Gaikkas in Kaffraria, 


LIEDT.-COLONELS COMMANDING. 

1792. 

Major-General Strutt, Governor of Quebec ; Major (30th Regiment, 1783 j 
General, 9th September, 1795. 

1803. 

Lieut. -Colonel Sir John Campbell, Knight, served with the Portuguese Army 
during the campiaign in Portugal and Spain, and received the Order of the Tower 
and Sword of Portugal. 

1804. 

Lieutenant-General Sir Ettzroy Jeffries Maclean, Bart. 

Exchanged as Lieutenant from 2Ut]i Regiment to 4th Battalion 60th, 1788, and 
went to the ’West Indies, wdiere he w‘as actively employed for nearly six years, and was 
present at the capture of Tobago, the expedition against Martinique, at St. Vincent, 
&c. The 25th September, 1793, he was promoted to a company in the 60th, 
and on 8th September, 1794, to a Majority in the 110th Regiment. He afterwards 
exchanged to the 79th, from which he was promoted into the 82nd, and removed 
to the command of the 2nd Battalion 60th, 5th February, 1801, wliich Regiment 
he again left for the 37th. Colonel, 25th September, 1803 j Major-General, 25th 
Jidy, 1810 j Lieutenant-General, 4th June, 1864. He received Medal for capture of 
Guadaloupe, and a Baronetcy for his services. 

MaJor-G-encral Robert Lethbriege. 

Entered the 4th Battalion GOth, at the age of 16, and Joined his Regiment at St. 
Augustine, in East Florida, and in November, 1778, lie marched with the expe- 
dition into Georgia, under command of Major-General Augustine Prevost, and wus 
present at the siege of Sunbiiry, when tliat place with its fort surrendered. He 
was promoted as Lieutenant into another Battalion wdiieh ho joined at Jamaica, 
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tTOops already on that service, > the expedition did not take xolace. in 178b ms 
Battalion was removed to Hova Scotia, and thence to Quebec; He was promoted 
Captain in the newly raised. 4th Battalion in England, and joining at Oliatham, 
raised his company principally at his own expense, according to the conditions -under 
which he had been appointed. On this Battalion embarking for Barbadoes, he 
exchanged back into the 1st Battalion in Canada, which he joined in hTovember, at 
ISfiagara. In 1790 the Battalion moved to Montreal. In November of that year he 
was appointed A.D.O. to Lord Amherst, then Oommander-in- Chief of His Majesty’s 
Forces, which appointment he held till February, 1795, when he was nominated 
A.D.C. to the Marquis Townshend, and continukl as such till his promotion to a 
Majority in the 3rd Battalion, in December, 1795. Lhe year following he joined 
his Eegiment, then on service in St. Vincent’s, and was sent to command a post in the 
Carib Country. On the termination of hostilities by the surrender of the Vigie 
and the eaptme of the black G-eneral Marina, he proceeded to England and exchanged 
into the 2nd Battalion, which he joined at Montreal in November, 1798. In the 
following year the Battalion was ordered to be drafted, and tbe officers and non- 
commissioned officers to be sent to Barbadoes. In February, 1802, Major Lethbridge 
was promoted to the command of the 4tli Battalion, serving in Jamaica; and in 
October, 1804, he was appointed Inspecting Field Officer, first of a recruiting district 
at Enniskillen, then at Shi^ewsbury, and in 1812, of Militia in Canada, where he 
served in that and the foUowing year in the eamx)aign against the United States 
until Ms promotion to the rank of Major-G-eneral. 

1808. 

Major-Greneral C-ABEiEii G-oeuok. 

Ensign, 60th Foot, 6 January, 1781 j Lieutenant, 26th November, 1784 ; Captain, 
10th July, 1794 ; Major, 16 May, 1800. After completing 20 years’ service with the 
Eegiment in the West Indies and Canada, Major Cordon obtained leave to come 
to England, and in 1803 returned to Jamaica. The 9th March, 1802, he received 
his Lieutenant-Colonelcy, and soon after his return to the West Indies was appointed 
to command and suxierintend the British settlement at the Bay of Honduras, and 
subsequently Dex)uty-Quartermaster-Q-eneral on that station. He was present at 
the capture of Martinique and Cuadaloupe, for which he received a Medal and Clasp. 
He was placed on hall-pay 4th January, 1808.

Begimont in tlae Isle of Wight, from whence he . sailed -With the Battalion for the 
Island of Jamaica in December, 1800. Tbe commatj^d. of the 6tli Battalion of the 
60th Eegiment having devolved upon him, he was entrusted with the same neady five 
years, from 1801 to the 25th of July, 1805, when he obtained leave of absence to 
return to England for the benefit of his health, 'He was appointed Lieutenant- 
Colonel, by brevet, the 29th of April, 1809 j and Lieutenant- Colonel in the 00th Foot, 
the 14th of September, 1804<. 


G-eneral Feanois Baron BE Eottenbtjbgi-. ' 

This officer was appointed Major in Hompesch’s Hussars, 25th December, 1^95, 
and Lieutenant- Colonel, 25th June, 1Y96, from which he was removed to a Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy in the 60th Foot, 30th December, 1797. The 1st January, 1805, he received 
the rank of Colonel; 25th July, 1810, that of Major-G-eneral ; and 2nd September, 1813, 
'the Colonelcy of De Boll’s Begiment; and 12th August, 1819, the rank of Lieutenant- 
Ceneral. He served during the rebellion in Ireland, in 1798, in which year he formed 
the 5th Battalion of the 60th Begiment into a Bifie Corps, and submitted to H.B.H. 
the Commancler-in-Chief the rules and regulations for the exercise of Eiflemen and 
Light Infantry, and their conduct in the held j which having been graciously 
approved of, was published by authority, and made general for the Army. He 
was at the taking of Surinam, 21st August, 1799. In May, 1808, he was appointed 
Brigadier- Ceneral, and commanded the exercise and instruction of four Battalions 
of Light Infantry at the Camp of Instruction, on the Curragh of Kildare, under Sir 
David Baird. In the same year he was transferred from the Irish to the English 
staft’ and stationed at Ashfoi’d, in Kent, and charged with the formation and 
instruction of three Battalions of Light Infantry, viz., the 68th, 85th, and 71st 
Begiments, assembled at Brabourne Lees Barracks. In 1809 he commanded the 
light troops at the attack on the island of Walcheren, and the siege of Flushing, In 
December of the same year he was at the evacuation of the island of Walcheren ; 
returned with the troops to England, and was replaced on the staff in Kent. In 
May, 1810, he was transferred to the staff in Canada, and took the command of the 
garrison in Quebec on the 1st September of that year. In 1812, at the breaking out 
of the American war, he was appointed to the command of the Montreal district, and 
in 1813 took the command of the troops in the Upper Province, and was sworn in 
President of Upper Canada. In 1814 and 1815 he commanded the left division 
of the Army in Canada, and returned to England in Soi)tembcr of the latter year. 

Baron Bottenburg was a Knight Commander of the Hanoverian CuelpHo 
Order, 


Major-C-eneral Sir John Keane, K.C.B. 

Major 60th, 27th May, 1802, and again joined the Begiment from the 13th Foot 
as Lieutenant- Colonel, 25th June, 1812 ; 4th June, 1814, promoted Major-General, 
and in August appointed Colonel on the Staff of the Army in Spain and Portugal, 
and was pi’csent at Yittoria, Pyrenees, Niveile, Kive, and Toulouse, for wdiich events, 
as well as for the capture of Masdinique in 1809, he recived the Cross and two Clasps 
and was also made a Knight Commander of the Bath. Sir John Keane also served 
in America, and was wounded in the unfortunate expedition against New Orleans, on 
recovering from which be joined the Army under Major-General Sir John Lambert 
on the coast of Louisiana. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Wat. Woodgate, C.B. 

Served in Spain and Portugal, and received the Medal for the battle of Fuentes 
d’Onor. 


Major-General Paub Anbeeson, C.B. 

Bemoved as Lieutenant- Colonel from Nova Scotia Fencibles to 60th, Served as 
Deputy- Adjutant-General in the Peninsula under Sir John Moore, and afterwards, 
as Commandant at head-quarters, in which situation he remained till after the 
battle of Corunna, > for which he received the Medal. Served as Assistant- Adjutant- 
General to General Graham's Division in the expedition to Walcheren, and was 
present at the siege of Flushing. 
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Major- G-eneral Ebwaeb CoDD. 

Tliis officer entered the Army the 10th of December, 1789, as an Ensign m the 
60th Foot ; he obtained a Lieutenancy in the same corps the 20th of April, 1793 ; a 
company on the 15th of August, 1795 ; and a Majority the 25th of December, 1800. 
He served the whole of the above periods in FTorth America and in the West 
Indies until June, 1804, when he obtained leave of absence, and returned to this 
country. The 26th of October of the latter year, he was promoted to a Lieutenant- 
Colonelcy in his Eegiment. In September, 1808, he embarked with his corps for 
Spain, under Lieutenant- G-eneral Sir David Baird, and was present in the action of 
Corunna. He subsequently served in the West Indies. The 4th of June, 1813, he 
received the brevet of Colonel in the Army ; and the 12th of August, 1819, that of 
Major-General. 

The following complimentary honours were presented to this officer after the 
prompt suppression of the revolting negroes in Barhadoes, in 1816 : —

“ Sir, — By order of the House of Assembly, in a full house, when every member 
was present, I have the honour of transmitting to you the unanimous and grateful 
thanks of the House, and to the officers, non- commissioned officers, and privates of 
the garrison of St. Ann, for the eminent services rendered by you and them to this 
country, by speedily, and without waste of blood, putting a stop to the late dangerous 
insurrection of the slaves, which, in its commencement, threatened the destruction of 
tlie island, I cannot do jiistieeto the high oxnnion which the House of Assembly 
entertain of your conduct, without conveying it to you in their own language j I 
therefore enclose copies of the votes of thanks, and request that you will be pleased 
to communicate the thanks of the House to the officers, non-commissioned officers, 
and piivates of the garrison of St. Ann. The sentiments expressed in these votes 
are not confined to the House of Assembly — as far as my observations extend, they 
are the sentiments of every member in the community. Having long had the honour 
of your acquaintance, and no stranger to your exemplary conduct at the different 
times that you have been stationed in this island, and being also a witness to the 
promptitude and zeal with which you marched against the insurgents, I beg leave to 
assure you, Sir, that I feel highly flattered and gratified that it has fallen to my lot 
to be the instrument of handing to you this testimony of the regard and good opinion 
of the inabitants of this countrv.

Sir, — I have had the honor to receive your letter, dated yesterday, conveying to 
myself , the officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates of this garrison the very 
favorable opinion which the House of Assembly has been pleased to express of our 
services during the late insurrection of the slaves, and I beg you will assure the 
House that we sensibly feel, and gratefully acknowledge this high distinction. The 
House of Assembly has much overrated my own efforts on that occasion. Prompt 
and energetic measures seemed to me necessary, and they were adopted equally io 
suppress the insurgents, as to spare the effusion of the blood of those who, from 
delusxonj had been excited to acts of rebellion by mischievous persons. The expres- 
sion^of your own good opinion will ever be remembered by me with gi’atitude, and 
the favourable sentiments which you assure me so generally prevail in this community 
cannp^but, and really do, prove highly satisfactory to my feelings.

It cannot but be fiattering to 
the feelings of the ofiicers, non-commissioned ofiicers, and privates under my com- 
mand on that occasion to have their conduct approved of by those who witnessed 
their exertions, which were rather fatiguing than dangerous ; for myself I request} 
you will convey my sincere thanks for the honour conferred up>on me. It would, 

I however, be unbecoming in me, if I did not declare, that the success which attended 

5 my measures was chiefiy owing to the assistance I received on every occasion con-

Council, to whom I always applied with advantage in cases where their experience 
1 and local information were required ; and I had ever the greatest pleasure in con- 

i suiting with you, particularly wffien the interests of humanity required that the lives 

i of deluded slaves should be protected from the punishments duo to theh crimes, 

f into which mischievous persons had seduced them.

Colonel 0-EOEGE Mackie, C.B. 

Colonel G-corge Mackie was ajppointed Major in the 60th Eoot on the 8th of 
March, 1802. He returned to England on account of his health, and in 1805 
went again to the West Indies. In 1807 he came to England with the 2nd Battalion, 
60th, and in February, 1808, was ordered to the West. Indies to take the command 
of the 3rd Battalion of the 60th, of wMch he was appointed Lieiitenant-Coionel, the 
22nd December, 1808. He landed in the Bay La Temise ’with 700 men ; marched 
across the Island of Martinque, and wus present at the siege and surrender of Fort 
Dessaix. The 4th June, 1814, he obtained the brevet of Colonel. He has the honour 
of wearing a Medal for the attack and capture of Martinique, and is a Commander 
of the Order of the Bath. On leaving Martinique, the following Brigade Orders 
were issued : — 

‘‘ Uogal^ June^ 1814. 

Major-Oeneral Wale, after having three years’ experience of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Maekio’s merit as an officer, cannot omit, on the occasion of his leaving tlio 
island for England, to thank him for that uniformly steady support that tlie 
Major-General has ever received from that excellent officer. It was to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Mackie that the inhabitants of the town of St. Pierre were most indebted 
for their safety in the partial insurrection of the black popidation in 1811. It has 
’ been cMefly owing to his energy of character, joined to great urbanity of manners, 
in the execution of his measures, that the populous town of St. Pierre has been 
brought to that perfect state of tranquillity which it enjoys at the present moment, 
for which the Major-General, in his civil capacity as Governor, returns him his best 
thanks ; and the Major-General assures Lieutenant- Colonel Mackie of his entire 
approbation of his conduct in the discharge of Ms duty as commanding the Dis- 
trict of St» Pierre, and of the state of his garrison, both as to appearance in mo^C' 
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ntirl as to general good condticfc in quarters ; and tlie Major- 
aSeral can also assure Lieutenant- Oolunel Mackie that in all Ixis rejDorts to head-

Lieutenant-Colonel Beapshaw commanded the 1st Battalion of the 60th Bifies 
during the second siege operations at Mooltan j commanding, 28th December, 1848, 
at the battle of Goojerat (Medal), and with the Pield Porce on special service in 
pursuit of the fugitive Sikh army until its final surrender at Bawui Pindee. Com- 
manded a Brigade of the Field Force west of the Indus in pursuit of the Afghan 
army beyond the Ehyber Pass.

He was at the taking of Savannah, 
in G-eorgia, and in 1779 was appointed Major of Brigade to Major-G-enerul Prevost, 
and was present in that capacity at the defeat of the rebels at Briar Creek, in 
G-eorgia, and subsequently at the siege of Savannah. He served also at the siege 
and surrender of Ciiarlestown, in South Carolina, under the command of Sir Henry 
Clinton. The Ibilo wing year he retimied to the Regiment at St. Augustine, in East 
Florida. From thence the Regiment was ordered to Aew York, where he remained 
in service until the evacuation of the country, in 1782 he obtained leave of absence 
to ret mm to England, and whilst there, owdng to extreme id-health, was obliged to 
go on half-pay. He subsequently served in the 63rd, the 5th and 6th West India 
Regiments, in March, 18U9, he was appointed Brigadier- General on the staff ot the 
Windward and Leeward Islands, and obtained the command of the Island of 
St. Christopher, and afterwards commanded the 2nd Brigade of the army under 
Sir George Beckwith on the expedition against Guadaloupe, for which he received 
a Medal. He was promoted Major-General, 4 June, 1811.

Lieutenant-General John Manners Feee served with 60th Regiment until 
the commencement of the war of 1793 j proceeded with it to the attack on Tobago.

He w'as in the action 
of 10 May, near Tournay , and subsequently was employed by the Duke of York in 
several important negotiations; and afterwards appointed Inspector of Foreign

de-Camp to Lieutenant-General Fraser in Portugal, and afterwards to the Prince of 
Waldeck, Commander-in- Chief of the united British and Portuguese Army; ho 
returned home the following winter, and was appointed Inspecting Field Ofiicei* of 
the Manchester Recriuting District, and on 6th September, 1798, he was promoted 
Lieutenant-Colonel in 50th Regiment. 


Lieutenant- Colonel Robeet H. Biteton. 

Rose from the ranks of 30th Foot, and appointed Quartermaster 60th. Served 
in America and West Indies, and was appointed Lieutenant 7th Foot, 31st 
December, 1794. 


Feedeeick Maitland. . 

Promoted Captain in 60th (from Lieutenant, 30tli Regiment) , 2nd December, 1/89. 


Present at the attack of Tobago in 1793, and afterwards returned ^ to England, 
brevet of Major, and was appointed Aide-de-Camp to Earl 


when he received the brevet c- - . 

Grey, whom he aecoinpaiiied, first to the Continent, and was present at the siege ot 
Hieiiport, in 1793, and from thence to the West Indies. He was at the attack of 
Martinique, St. Lucia, and Guadaloupe, in 1794; after which he was appointed 
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Deputy-Adjiitant-Greneral, and received the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel. On the 2nd 
of October, 1794, he was promoted to a Majority in the 9th Regiment. He subse- 
quently served as a Major-G*eneral at the attack of the Danish West India Islands 
in 1807 ; and commanded a Division of the Army under Sir G-eorge Beckwith at the 
attack of Martinique, in 1809, in which year he commanded the troops employed 
in the attack of Les Saintes and the Drench squadron there. In 1812, as a Lieutenant- 
Greneral, he was appointed second in command in the Mediterranean ; he was 
G-Overnor of Grenada from March, 1805 to 1812 j and Lieutenant- G-overnor of 
Dominica, 30th January, 1813. He received a Medal for the captm^e of Martinique. 


Major-General DRi-N-ois Si/ATEB (Rebow) 

Ensign 60th Foot, 1788 ; Lieutenant, 1790; Captain, 1792. He served in the 
West Indies in each of the above ranks, and commanded the Grenadiers of his 
corps at the taking of Martinique, St. Lucia, and Giiadaloupe ; at the 'latter place he 
was severely wounded through both Iris thighs. On 20th February, 1796, he was 
promoted Major, and exchanged to 2nd Life Guards 16th February, 1797. 


1797. 


Captain Jacob Tokson served with 60th in Antigua; present at the insur- 
rection at Tortola, in 1792 ; received the thanks of the Council and Assembly of the 
island ; proceeded with the Regiment to the attack on Tobago, 1793 ; served with 
the 60th at the reduction of Martinique, 1794. In 1795 was ordered to Demerara 
to take possession of the colony in the name of the Prince of Orange. Sailed for 
St. Vincent, and was present at the capture of the Vigie, when he was shot through 
the leg at the head of the Grenadiers, 3rd Battalion 60th Regiment. 


Colonel Joseph FrbdbbickWaelbt DES Baeees. 

Served for some years as Lieutenant-Governor of the Island of Cape Breton. 


Major-General Sir J. Peihgbb Dabetmpee, Bart. 

Promoted to a Company in the 60th from the 90th Foot, 24th January, 1799. In 
1818 he accompanied Major-General Pigou as Aide-de-Camp to the Mediterranean, 
and at the taking of Malta acted as Assistant- Adjutant- General to the expedition. 
After obtaining his Majority he went to the West Indies, but was shortly after 
transferred to the 48th Foot. 


Major-General James Bathxjest, C.B. 

Appointed to a Majority from the 1st Royal Regiment. Served on the staff in 
England in 1803, and in 1804 went to Hanover on the staff of Lord Cathcart. In 
1805 appointed to the staff of the King’s German Legion, as Military Commissaiy. 
He served with the Russian and Prussian Armies, the campaign in Poland, and w’as 
present in most of the principal actions. Present on the staff of Lord Cathcart at 
the sieges of Straisund arid Copenhagen. He was next employed in the secret 
expedition under General Spencer, and joined the Duke of Wellington’s army. In 
1809 he served as Military Secretary, Aide-de-Camp to the Commander of the Forces, 
and subsequently as Assistant-Quartermaster- General. He was present at the battles 
of Roleia, Vimiera, Corunna, Talavera, and Busaco, for which he received the Gold 
Cross and O.B. Promoted Major-General 12th August, 1819. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Geoege Hehby Zijlkb, C.B. 

Employed with the 5th Battalion in Ireland during the Rebellion of 1798. In 
1799 and three following years served in the West Indies, and was present at the 
capture of Surinam. From 1808-14, employed in Portugal, Spain, and France, and 
was present at the battles of Roleia and Vimiera, the taking of Oporto, and battle 
of Talavera, where he was severely wounded and taken prisoner. Escaping from the 
enemy he was appointed to the 2nd Battalion of Cacadores in the Port-uguese Army, 
by the Duke of Wellington, and was engaged in the battle of Puentes d’Onor, siegk 
of Badajoz and Ciudad Rodrigo, and battles of Salamanca, Vittoria, the Pyreneesj 
Hivelle, and Hive.

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Lieutenant-Colonel Wm. Feaser. 

Served in tlie West Indies in 1813 as Aide-de-Camp to Lieutenant-General 
Morrison, and in 1814 as Assistant-Adjutant- General on the staff in Jamaica.

Major John William Haeeison. 

Exchanged from 67th into the Eifle Battalion, 60th; and in November, 1812, 
joined the British Army at Tordesillas, where he remained till 1814, when the Eifle 
Company was sent to the 1st Brigade of Guards, destined to invest Bayonne ; shortly 
aftei' which, in a skirmish under the walls, a musket-shot deprived him of his sight. 

1816 . 

Major Edward Fitzgerald. 

Served in the Peninsula, and appointed Major in the 60tli in 1816. On Lord 
Liverpool communicating to the House of Lords in 1819 the reversal of the attainder 
of the relative of this officer, Lord Edward Fitzgerald, the Duke of Wellington 
observed, “ That as one of the individuals on whom the act of grace would confer so 
incalculable a bei^iefit had served for some time under his command, he would not 
let the present opportunity pass by without bearing testimony to the brave, honom- 
able, and excellent conduct of the young man in question during the time that he 
had been acquainted with liim.” 


Major Charles db Yigny. 

Appointed Lieutenant in the Foreign Eegiment of Wallsteln’s Light Infantry m the 
British service ; sailed with it for Martinique, and was drafted, as' Lieutenant, witli 
his corps, into the 4th Battalion 60th, from SOtli December, 1797. Joined that 
Battahon in Jamaica, promoted Captain in 5th Battalion, by piuchase, but was not 
allowed to join that Battalion, being on the news of his promotion posted by 
Lieutenant-General Nugent, then Commander of the Forces on the station, to the 4th 
Battalion, and subsequently when that Battalion went home, in June, 1805, to the 
6th Battalion, with which he remained until disbanded in 1817. 

1818 . 

Miijor Philip Mahriagb. ^ 

Served on the staff in the West Indies as Deputy-Assistant-Quartermaster* 
General in 1813-14. 

1823 . 

ColonelJoHN Forster Fitzgerald, C.B. 

Extract from the “ Times,” November, 1877 . 

“Death op Field-Marshal Fitzgerald.— Our Pans Correspondent telegraphs 
that the papers there announce the death, at Tours, of Field-Marshal Sir John Fitz- 
gerald of the British Army, at the age of 91 years. Sir John Forster Fitzgerald, 
gob’ Colonel of the 18th Eoyal Irisli, was the son of Edward Fitzgerald, Esq., M.P., 
of Carrigoran, and was born in 1786. On the 29th October, 1793, when only seven 
years old he obtained a commission as Ensign in an independent Company of Foot, 
On tbe sist Jamxary, 1794, ho was promoted to a Lieutenancy, and on the 9th May 
in the same year was promoted to a half -pay Captaincy in the old 79t]i Eegiment, 
not the 79th Highlanders, which had been reduced in 1783. On October 31, 1800, 
he was brought on to fuU pay as Captain of the 46th Eegiment. According to 
Hart’s Armuf List he joined that regiment for duty in the following year, when, 
though only 15, he had already been a titular Captain seven years. The establish- 
ment of the 46th having been reduced in 1802, Captain Fitzgerald was again placed 
on half-pay, but on the 9th July, 1803, he was appointed to the new Brunswick 
Fencibles, and on the 25th September became Breyet Mapr when only 17 years old, 
being an instance of rapid promotion, we fancy, quite without parallel. On the 9bh 
November, 1809, he was transferred to the 60th Boyal Americans, now the 60th 
Eifles and joined that corps in the Peninsula. He was present at the siege of 
Badaioz, and the battles of Salamanca, Vittoria, and the Byrenees, together with 
many minor affairs. During part of the war he commanded a light battahon, and 
was at the battle of the Pyrenees in the command of a Brigade. Ip was taken 
nrisoner by tbe French, as far as we can ascertain, at qt after the battle of the 
Pyrenees, hut subsequently exchanged. He received the Gold Cross to Ms services. 
On the 5th February, 1824, he was promoted to a Lieutenant-Colonelcy m the 20th 
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Foot, having received the brevet of Colonel in 1819. In 1830 he became a Major- 
General, and in 1814 a Lieutenant-General, having in the interval commanded a Divi- 
sion in the Bombay Presidency. In 1854 he became full General. In 1850 he obtained 
the Colonelcy of the 18th Royal Irish, and in 1862 was created G.C.B. On 29th 
May, 1875, Sir John was appointed Field- Marshal Sir John Fitzgerald married 
first, in 1805, Mary, daughter of Mr. Hazen. She died in 1818 ; secondly, in 1850, 
Jean, daughter of Hon. Donald Ogilvy. She died in 1863. He sat as M.P. for 
Clare in the Liberal interest from 1852-57. Died at the age of 91 at Tours.” 

By the order of the Minister of War, the military honours ymid to French 
officers of his rank were rendered to his remains, and the whole of the garrison 
escorted the body to the grave.

Thanked by dovernor-General in Council, and in G-eneral Outram’s despatch, “ for 
the readiness and success with which he established and superintended the manu- 
facture of Enfield rifle cartridges. This valuable service was rendered without any 
relaxation of his other duties, in the prosecution of which he met with a -wound ” 
(Medal and Clasps, Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel, and a year’s service for Lucknow). 

Lieutenant- Colonel Ma&eire served with the 55th Regiment in China, and was 
present at the attack and capture of Amoy, second capture of Chusan, attack and 
capture of Chinhae, and oj>erations up the Yangtsekiang (Medal). ^ Served with the 
60th Rifles throughout the Punjaub campaign of 1848-49, including the siege and 
storm of the town, and capture of the Citadel of Mooltan j battle of G-ooJerat, pursuit 
of the Sikh Army until its final surrender at Rawul Pindee ; occupation of Attock and 
Pesbawur, and expulsion of the Affghan force beyond the Kbyber Pass (Medal and 
two Clasps) . Served tbrougbout the campaign in Rohilcund, in 1868, including the
